Up alone of nil liorsea 
lH<Ht Man u* War in a questionable contest at 
Saratoga in 1919. He was fonnblable last year, 
tbongb overshadowed by the cbanipion. wdiieli be 
drove home in two fast r.i(*es. This spring Tpset 
made a foray in the West after Kentucky prizes. 
He didn’t get them, chiefly on account of bad luck. 
This aftemon at Itelniont Park be w’as in the Hill- 
side Handicap, at a mile, Tliere Wt*re nine more 
to meet liiin. Seven of the nine, including Ibimi- 
niqtie. I>ird Itrigbton. Thunderstorm and Caplain 
Alc<»ck, W’ere scratched and onl.v Sea Mint and 
Coaler were left to oppose the natty s<m of Whisk 
Itroom II. — Pankliurst. ri»set won the Hillside Han- 
dicap, the eiiuine gentleman that he is. jauntily and 
merely held t<»gether for safety’s sake bj’ Clarence 
Kiimmer. There was a wmthw’est wind; it helped 
horses ulmiit the long turn to the stretch and to 
overhaul Sea Mint Upset rain the quarter of a mile 
from the half-mile post nearly two lengths better 
than 23 seconds. In the straight he came away 
at his pleasure. T^pset was, of course, an out- 

standing clioi<*e. Sea Mint was selecte<l to beat 
Coaler and did it by two lengths. The time- 
WTecker of a few days ago struggled honorably and 
borsely to get up. but couldn’t. Class was illus- 
trateil sluiipiy. The fractions w’ere fust, 24%, 47% 
and 1:12 and the mile in 1:36%. Upset could have 
come home faster. 

Tlie stake of the day W’as the much exploited 
Coaching Club American Oaks — the name is pre- 
tentious enough for a classic. It wasn’t much 
of a race. P. A. Clark’s two good fillies. Nancy 
I>‘e — Prudery’s conqueror in this year’s Kentucky 
Oaks — and Flamb<*tte were the matter-of-course 
favorites. There was action over second honors. 
Ten Buttons was thought to be aide to l>eat 
Flambette. No declaration W’as made to win with 
either of the Clark fillies. They had the race to 
tliems«dves and FlamlM*tte was allowed to l>eat 
Nancy I>*e a neck. It was a question of penalty 
in the future. Ten Buttons was ten lengths away. 
Her stable over<*stlmat«*d her comi»anv. the long- 
eared, buoyant going French -bred mare, which 
won, is a nice piece of goods in these days. 

SURPRISE IN STEEPLECHASE. 

The usual steeplechase over the usual grassy 
about two miles furnished a surprise. Ernest 
Heider’s Zeus — Adcisiide. Koyer mare Saywhich 
beat the odds-on choice Fair Mac in a truly 
run and fair hsiking contest. Saywhich. educated 
in the hunting fields, is a gcneroin running, clean 
jumper. She went to the front in her rapid way, 
t«K»k a long lead, was allowed to go alKuit her biisi- 
ness too long in fnmt and was n*-ver caught. 
Mergler nsle her well and she won by four lengths 
trom Fair Mac. with old New Haven thirty lengths 
l.jick. I>uig Trail and Harris bid adieu to ea<h 
otber at the fifth obstacle. War Victor, when 
safely in third piace, refused the final jump. 

The mas ive .Tolin I’aul .lones was naturally chosen 
to win the first race at a mile. He did it it with 
as much neatness and dispatch as his namesake 
did things, and. determinedly taking the lead at 
om*e and slH»wing all the way. though l£obins<in had 
to keep him busy at the end to resist Scotland 
Vet’s intrusion. The Boss<‘ter filly ran a stout 
race and is alwve the ordinary. The dre.ary Dart- 
iiMHir WHS third. 

The ref<»rme<l Polar, finding himself in the right 
place with the right caretaker, w<»n the fifth race 
for second-class sellers at lbree-<|Uarters <if the 
straight course. He was well b.icked an<l, forget- 
ting to Ik* ingeniuoiis under Sande’s vigor, won al- 
most all the way and authoritatively by three 
lengths fnun the honest Hold I'p, she a neck Ik*- 
fore the speedy I'urnalKUit. 

('olonel John E. Madden of mod«*rn Kentucky 
won his first race of the year with his nice bsik- 
ing, lM*;iulifully bicnl chestnut colt ItMstmflex, a wn 
of Uncle - Broom leaf, by BriMunslick, which can do 
Indter things. He ractsl impressively and came 

away on Martin’s call to beat Emil llerz’s Knot 
tliass by a length, be a mere head before another 
go:sl bsiker, Olympus, from the Wiiitin-y stable, 
whi<h was the fav^irite. Bpsunflax was well 
backed. Thus the new Belmont Park meeting of 
eighteen days canje to an end. It w’as a lM*lter 
meeting than past ones, but <*ould have lM*en bet- 
ter. Form at it ran rather a wabbly time. The 
rtraigbt cours«* w;is well patronized, but isn’t pop- 
ular with the public. It never will 1 h*. 

FURTHER IMPROVEMENTS NECESSARY. 

The pieseiit establishment is much b«*tter than 
the old on*, but it could Im* improved. The st.ind 
doesn’t fit the public fancy or needs ami ra«Miig 
folks shy at tin* end lM*fore the club iiiclosures 
and main track finishes. 'I'he imb»sures are much 
t*io big and much in the way. The ;iisles of tli;it 
part of the slrm-ture need untangling also. These 
ar«* the faults shown after eighteen <iays’ acqiuiint- 
uin*e with Belmont P;irk. 

The meeting’s weather has been wonderful and 
held to the <*nd. 

Tonight president ,\ugust Belmont expressed hini- 
self on the mei'ting as a whole this way: 

“Tlie meeting has lK*en most satisfactory, taking 
into jsinsideiation the fact that other s|K»rts have 
of late suffensl ,n falling off in attendan<-e. It 
bus lK*«*n a peritnl of experiment ami we have tried 
out several things with a view* to getting the pub- 
lic’s opinion. One of tiiese was the straight races. 
With the exci'ption of the big two year-old events 
ami perhaps a few «»thers the conU»sts will be run 
in the autumn aroiiml the turn. It was far better 
to try these things <»ut and get the viewiKunt of 
those w’ho iielp to ke<*p the sitort alive by their pat- 
ronage,”

The Rnbnrban Handicap was first run in 1SS4. It so quickly and entirely enchained public Interest 
and so gre.itly contributed to the high standing of the Coney Island .lockey Club that the rival Brooklyn 
Jo<-key Club followiHl suit in 1S87 in the (*stablishment of the Brooklyn Handicap, at the same distance 
of a mile and a quarter. For years these two grtat races were the centerpieces of American racing. 
It was customary to publish the weights simultaneously early in the year and heavy future iKsiking was 
done on each. From coast to coast inten*st in the outcome of the Brooklyn and, afterward, of the .Su- 
burban was of the profonnded character and anteimst sp«*culation was on a scale superior to that which 
imw’ attaches annually to the running of the Kentucky D<'rby. Of the two races, the Suburban was per- 
haps the most fashionable, but in no other resiM*ct did the Brooklyn yield prece<lence, its muster roll of 
such grand contestants as The Bard, Hanover, Exile, Teuny, .Bulge Morrow, L:implighter, Henry of Na- 
varre, Hornpipe, Sir Walter, Ornament. Kinley Mack, Irish Lad, Tlie Picket, D<*lhi, Celt, King James, 
Fitzberbert, Whisk Broom II., Friar Rock, Cudgel and Eternal affording conclusive evidence of that 
fact.

LEXINGTON, Ky., June 16.— Colonel Henry C. 
Wliitebead. who has supervision of the stallions 
in the T’nited States Government Remount Service 
for this section of the country, returned torlay 
from a trip of inspection of threc-year-old animals 
lired on farms in western Kentucky and Tennes- 
see from stallions furnished from the breeding 
bureau of the Department of Agriculture, wbieli 
Mfalllons last year were taken into the Remount Ser- 
vice. together with the contracts that bad bieii 
made with the farms. 

‘ Under the eontract,” said Colonel WJiitehead, 
“the mare owner bad tlie right to cancel the gov- 
ernment’s option on bis colt by the payment of 
$2ii as the* stallion service fee*, and the govern- 
ment Iiad tlie right to cancel the option by dis- 
charging the obligation of the farmer to pay the 
service* fee. I found tliat in tlio greatest iinnilier 
of instances the farmers bad paid the fee and 
kept tlif'ir colts or s<dd t]i<*ni for prices in ex- 
ci*ss of the government’s option. Others who 
bad tlieir colts were glad wlieii I agreed to cam-el 
the government optimi by giving them service 
free. Tlie govc*rnment immediately is not in m*<*«l 
of tliese liorses and the farmers are, .so it lias 
worked out liapiilly,” 

Colonel Wliiteliend said be saw Duval, one of 
tlie stallions turned over to the Remount Service* 
by the* Kentucky Racing Commission at Wickliffe, 
wlicre lie is in cliarge of II. F. Turner. ‘‘Duval, 
I found, was tlie pride of that sc*ction,” said 
( olonel Wbitc*bead. ‘‘He is a good looking horse 
and a giHid sire tliat lias been well patronized. 

‘‘I found that the tw*o stallions in the service 
at Gallatin, Tenn., this season have served 1.56 
man*s and tliey are in excellent condition. Tlio 
people are much interested in tlie work of the 
Kenionnt Service and are coining to uudersLind 
its imiMirtunce to the nation.” 



Tlie meeting ns a society function reached its 
zenith today witli the rnnning of tlio Gold Cup. 
King George and Queen Mary were presc*nt at the 
c-oiirsc for the tliircl c-oti seen t ive day, the display 
during tlie jiarade alKuit the field being more bril- 
liaut tbuji in days before the grout wur. 



St. Augustine Wins in a Fast Run 
Three-Quarters — Paris Maid 
Scores with Ease. 



LATONIA, Ky., Jane 16. — E. R. Bradley’s pictnre 
I Hlly, Bit of White, by Siinstar — Dreamy, made her 
initial bid for quc*enly supremacy among the tliree- 
year-edd fillies and lier performance this afternoon 
in the mile and a sixteenth handicap entitles lier to 
every consideration, for she beat five others of her 
age, conceding to each of them considerable weight, 
and won with the utmost ease. At all times she 
reigned supreme and the fast pace she made 
tbronghont had her follow-ers badly spent long before 
I the major part of the journey was completed. That 
slie only passed the finish a neck in advance of 
Firebrand was due to Lyke easing her np to a 
canter in the last sixteenth and the rider’s action 
likewise put the filly’s victory in jeopardy. Lyke 
seemingly did not note the close proximity of Fire- 
brand when he liegan easing her np long before the 
j finish was reached and she was virtnally off stride 
I and almost stopped when she flashed by the Judges. 
Had Lyke gone ahont his business she would have 
won by five lengths instead of the neck she was in 
front of Firebrand at the end. Planet, which was 
reckoned a dangerous c*ontender before the race, 
did not race to bis usual good standard and had bis 
work cut out to head Bettinu for third place. He 
was far back in the early running and it might 
be that he Is training off. 

The Bradley colors were triumphant in a double 
during the afternoon. Bobbed Hair, half-sister 
to this year’s Kentucky Derby victor Behave 
Yourself, graduated from the maiden ranks when 
she led a big band of juveniles home in the second 
race. Her success, like that of Bit of White, was 
accomplisiied in an easy manner. 

While the handicap, over the mile and a six- 
teenth, -was accounted the feature, the three- 
quarters purse race preceding it was not devoid 
of interest and brought to the post some crack 
sprinters, including the reintroduced St. Augustine, 
a crack in his day and evidently again in form. 
He displayeil a measure of speed akin to that which 
was his wont to show in his heyday. He began 
fast, showed high speed from the start and was 
easing up at the end of the three-quarters in 
1:11%. Rapid Da.v was closest to him at the 
finisli and Jack Hare Jr. third. The latter 

made his usual honest effort, but the bard track 
and his bud underpinning made a bad combination 
and the horse showed decided symptoms of lame- 
ness on bis return to the scales. 

Hot or disagreeable weather does not seem to 
have any bearing on the matter of attendance 
here. It was an extremely hot day, but the 

crowd was again of generous size. The speculation 
also was normal. The absence of wind was con- 
ducive to fast racing and good time was the order 
in nearly nil the dashes. Several of the finishes 
elicited considerable enthusiasm. 

After several disappointments Paris Maid raced 
to her best form and, aided by a good ride and a 
desperate chance tliat Pool took to break through 
on the stretch turn, she won with ease from tiio 
j well intended iKithair. 

Bernice K., which furnished a surprise in her 
last race W’hen she won, repeated tills afternoon 
and beat a fairly good band in the sixth. Red Leaf 
and Wm. Oldt following her home. 

(Jround-Swell. Sirocco and Honor Man was ths 
order of the fini.sh in the opener, Ground-Swell win- 
ning after a drive. The restraining tactics em- 
ployed on her in her last race w*as lacking this 
afternoon and it enabled her to lead for the entire 
distance. Honor Man in this was a supposed good 
thing, but failed as if short. 

The mile and a quarter dash had the limit num- 
ber of starters and dovelopeil the outstanding sur- 
prise of tlie afternoon in Nonskid’s victory. It was 
ills first race in tlie colors of his new owner. Brit- 
ish Liner was again in second place.
